Cambridge Chord Company 
Barbershop Harmony Chorus 


United Kingdom Gold Medal 
Champions 1999 ! 


The Cambridge Chord Company 
(with members from Bar Hill) became 
Britain's champion barbershop chorus 
last month, beating over 40 other cho- 
ruses to win gold at the British Asso- 
ciation of Barbershop Singers’ (BABS) 
annual convention in Blackpool. 

The choir's performance scored an 
unprecedented A-rating in all three 
judging categories - singing, music and 
presentation - and pushed two previ- 
ous champion choruses, both giants 
compared with Cambridge's 26 men, 
into second and third places. 


Cambridge, who have reached sil- 
ver medal ranking four times in the last 
five years, also became UK Small Cho- 
tus Champions for a record sixth time, 
and took a new trophy for the most- 
improved chorus - a recognition of its 
massive 100 point lead over its nearest 

ivals. 

The 1,000-strong audience heard 
Cambridge Chord Company sing two 
brand new song arrangements - the 
classic ballad Roses of Picardy and a 
medley of the great show songs But- 
ton Up Your Overcoat and Steppin' 
Out - both crafted by the chorus's Mu- 
sical Director Paul Davies. 


He said: ‘To say we are thrilled is an 
understatement, particularly as we were 
up against some huge metropolitan 
choirs. I know that my lads can sing 
accurately and beautifully, but some- 
thing special happens to them on the 
competition stage. They seem to tap into 
reserves that give their performance an 
extra, magical dimension. It's remark- 
able.’ 

He added: * We have a reputation for 
performing innovative material, and we 
like to do it with a high degree of art- 
istry and musicianship. This, and the fact 
that we are a relatively small chorus, has 
won us a lot of friends in the barber- 


audience which was willing us to win - 
and we did!” 


Although this is Cambridge's first 
BABS gold, the choir has already 
amassed a full trophy cabinet, often with 
material far outside the barbershop rep- 
ertoire. As well as being finalists in the 
prestigious Sainsbury's Choir of the 
Year competition, the chorus has taken 
gold at anumber of international choral 
festivals (the latest in Sligo, Ireland, last 
November). Its flagship quartet, Cam- 
bridge Blues, became British quartet 
champions in 1997. 


Said Paul Davies: ‘We are a small 
choir by competition standards. In bar- 
bershop, we regularly have to compete 
at top level against choruses of 100 or 
more men, and we only just scraped 
inside the Sainsbury's minimum require- 
ment of 20 singers. It's a good job we 
make a big sound!’ 


Cambridge Chord Company was 
formed eight years ago by Paul Davies 
and a small band of like-minded sing- 
ers from the Cambridge area. This year 
will see CCC's first CD recording, a 
performance at London's Barbican and 
aretum to Ireland to defend its interna- 
tional trophies. 

It will also represent Britain at the 
world harmony championships in 
America in 2001, subject to raising 
enough funds for the trip. 


Although the chorus has always re- 
sisted the temptation to grow too large 
- on the grounds that they might not all 
fit in one tandoori restaurant? - inter- 
ested singers who would like a try-out 
are welcome. The chorus practices at 
8.00pm on Thursdays at Great 
Abington Institute. Contact Bob Croft

Enticing the 
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Along the Hedgerow 


countryside 


Whilst walking about the country- 
side on daily jaunts, you get to notice 
exactly how beautiful it is. 

There’s a local wood where Poppy, 
my black collie/spaniel bitch and I go. 
Itis predominantly an Oak wood, with 
records going back to the 12th century, 
and a lot of the oak trees look like 
they’ve been there since 
then! It’s a magical 
place. There’s a 
clearinginthemiddle 4 
with large numbers & 
of hazel ‘stools’ (the result 
of once being coppiced), 2y 
a small natural pond that 
was alive with toads just recently, but is 
now home to their tadpoles. You can 
also get the occasional sighting of Munt- 
jac deer grazing or, more often than not, 
retreating deeper into the wood, white 
tail held erect. 

A dozen types of birds 

“Se, abound there also; from Wren 

to Great Tit and from Great 

Spotted Woodpecker to 

Sparrowhawk plus many 

more. There is a lively rabbit 

community throughout the 

wood and a thriving badger 
population. 

Flowers grow there in profusion, 
Primulas to Dog Violets, Oxlips to Blue- 
bells which at this time of year cover 
large sections of the wood in a blue 
carpet, swaying and nodding gently in 
the gentle breeze. 

But what really does it for me are 
the Oaks. They really are magical trees, 
standing so high and, for those with the 
room, so wide. Pendunculate Oak 
dominates but there are also some beau- 
tiful examples of Stagshorn Oak, which 
are ‘something else’! Home to dozens 
of different species they require up to 
200 gallons of water per tree per day! 

It’s like being transported back in 
time, standing there amongst the trees, 
gazing in wonderment at the beauty that 
surrounds you.

butterfly 


Summer is here and 
what better way to 
spend spare time than by 
relaxing in the garden and watching but- 
terflies dance from flower to flower. 


One way to guarantee a good dis- 
play is by providing the right nectar 
flowers for the emerging butterflies. Of 
the smaller plants aubretia seems the 
most popular, together with other mem- 
bers of the cabbage family, such as 
alyssum, wallflower, honesty and sweet 
rocket. 


Plantings should be in full sun and 
sheltered. Shelter is essential if butter- 
flies are to feed and breed and sunshine 
is important for females searching for a 
place to lay their eggs. 


For Summer and Autumn, classic 
butterfly flowers are; 
buddleia, hebe, ivy, laven- 
der, hyssop, thyme, 
michaelmas daisy, \\ 
red valerian and various J 
scabiouses. Concen- 
trate on plants that flower 
late, from August to October, 
as this is when butterflies fatten up for 
hibernation or migration. 

Butterflies you should hope to see 
for your endeavours include the cab- 
bage white family (including large and 
small whites, green veined white and 
orange tip), brimstone and holly blue 
butterflies. Skippers, small coppers, 
common blues, peacocks, small tor- 
toiseshells, red admirals and commas 
tend to be found in larger gardens.

The stream and the pond at the Nature 
Reserve have recently been accommodating 
a Grass Snake, which takes to water like a 
duck, and will make a meal of Newts and 
Frogs, given the chance. 

Elsewhere in the countryside, I've no- 
ticed the early flights of Damselflies, the 
welcoming call of the Cuckoo, that lets us 
know Spring is really here. The calls of the 
visiting Warblers abound from bush and 
hedgerow. Chiffchaff, Reed Warbler, 
Whitethroat, Blackcap etc., are all now sort- 
ing themselves out in their claimed areas from 
their rivals, having come all the way from 
Africa, back to the same bush as last year, 
hopefully. 

The lakes still abound with loads of wa- 
terfowl, amongst them the Cormorant, which 
is doing so much damage to fish stocks at 
inland fisheries, but which the R.S.P.B. is 
apparently doing nothing to stop. People 
whose livelihoods are in danger from the 
‘black menace’ are almost powerless to stop 
them, whilst they decimate the fisheries. 

Crows, Rooks, Magpies etc. can still be 
shot, because they are a pest to songbird 
numbers and nests, but the Cormorants, ram- 
page on, unchecked, 

Why does the R.S.P.B. do nothing to sort 
out this problem? Maybe they don’t want to 
upset their members and possibly lose some 
of their vast revenue each year. It makes you 
think when they are prepared to spend up- 
wards of £300,000 to eradicate the Ruddy 
Duck from this country, because it's breed- 
ing with some of our ducks, doesn't it? 

I wonder, how the members would feel, if 
the Cormorants came into their gardens and 
killed and ate whatever they could get hold 
of. It might possibly be a different matter 
then. So think how the fishery owner, who is 
losing his stock, and therefore his livelihood, 
and will be forced to close down his fishery 
because the R.S.P.B. wouldn't make a deci- 
sion, for fear of upsetting their members, 
would feel. 

If you feel strongly about the Cormorant 
problem, please phone or write to the R.S.P.B. 
(The Lodge, Sandy, Beds, SG19 2DL or 
phone 01767 688551) and let them know of 
your concern. You can help to solve this 
problem. 

I recently sent my membership card back 
to them, stating the reason why, and will not 
be renewing it again, until they sort out this 
problem satisfactorily.

Also on around the same time 
Coniston Bluebird (3.6%) named after 
Donald Campbell’s ill-fated water 
speed record craft. It’s a complex ale 
full of fruit and gives a lingering soft fin- 
ish. The brewery was only started up in 
1995 and the beer won the champion 
bitter beer of Britain contest by CAM- 
ERA last year. Its not often found:in 
this area so try it while‘you can! 
Following on, Old Speckled Hen 
(5.2%) from Morlands of Oxfordshire. 


A very distinctive beer, well balanced 
with a sweet malty taste that gives way 
to a dry hoppy finish. To offset the 
strength of this beer try a pint of 
Everards Beacon (3.8%) a fresh clean 
taste with a very nice hop aroma. 


In the week before our mini beer 
festival (see later) Jolly’s D-Day (4.1%), 
another in the millennium series from 
Batemans, all of which have so far 
proved very drinkable. This will be 
joined by my all time favourite ale, 
Woodfordes Wherry (3.8%). When on 
form, this is one of the nicest session 
beers around, full of blackcurranty fruiti- 
ness. I can’t wait! 

At the end of the month (25th, 26th 
& 27th) it’s our 3rd mini beer fest! As 
usual we will have a selection of around 
14 different beers to choose from, in- 
cluding milds & a wheat beer, from all 
over the UK. I am at this very moment 
getting the tasting notes together and can 
promise you some truly wonderful 


beers. We will be open all day on Sat- 
urday and Sunday and will have a live 
jazz band between 2 and 5 on the Sat- 
urday (Féte day if you’d forgotten!) If 
you’ ve never been up to the Club this - 
is the time to visit us! .

Brook Shiraz from Australia, a soft easy 
drinking red wine.
